. tracts let by associated firms 
-\vhich had obtained prime con- 
tracts. 


Committee members said a pre- 


liminary check indicated that a 
few individuals and their wives 
shared large salaries as company ' 
officers and that only small divi- 
dends were paid.

flower* of each of these varieties 
are exquisitely graceful in form 
and colorfuL The flower of the 
English variety is illustrated in 
the, accompanying Garden-Graph. 


Bulbous iris like a sandy soil, 


although they grow well in any 
moderately fertile soil. Their one 
prime requirement is good drain- 
aye. They also enjoy full sun. 


The bulbs are dug in summer 


and planted in the fall, September 


or October, according to your lo- 
cation. TheV beein to trronr <m. 
mediately, sending up grass-likt 
shoots which remain green over 
winter. 


Plant the bulbs 8 to 12 inchel 


apart, and about 4 inches deep, 
as illustrated. In northern atatea 
they should be protected by a 
mulch of straw. 


After the bulbs have flowered 


in early summer and the foliagt 
has withered, aa illustrated, they 
can be dug up much th* *»me 
way one would dig tulip bulb*. In 
most localities this Is the time to 
dig up the iris bulba. 


It is important that th* foliage 


be permitted to have ample aun 
when it is ripening off. Heel them 
in a sunny location for ths pur- 
pose. When the foliage It iuf- 
ficiently yellowed, th« bulbt can 
be stored dry for the remainder 
of the summer, ready for fall 
planting.
